Dept, of Agriculture 
Gets Farm Laborers 


The Department of Agriculture for 
the provincee has completed its or- 
ganization to meet the problem of 
harvest help. At-a meeting in Win- 
nipeg at the end of July, a representa~ 
tive of the Alherta Department of 
Agriculture and likewise of the prov~ 
ince of Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
‘met the passenger agents of the threo 
transcontinental 'railways and made 
arrangements for the distribution of 
harvestn hands at redfced rates in all 
three provinces. 

The railway companies will offer 
special rates .for harvesters’ excur- 
sions from the east from August 15 
to 22 and for threshers from August 
29 to September 5, Concession for 
the transportation of laborers within 
the province have likewise been se- 
cured. The rate both for the trans- 
portation of laborers going from one 

oint to another within the province 
is one cent per. mile, with a minimum 
of one dollar and fifty cents, It i 
estimated that 10,000 laborers are re- 
guired in Alberta.

~ LOSES HIS LIFE 
> AT THE FRONT 


‘Was Former Redcliff Boy--- 
Parents Still Reside Here-- 
Left Canada With Toronto 
Regiment.

that we may expect to see the names 
of ‘some of them appearing in the 
casualty lists. from time td time, Un- 
fortunately they are appearing quite 
regularly lately, 

The latest message to come and 
bring sadness to another Redcliff home 
was the following to his mother tell- 
ing of the death of Alfred Cann: 

“Deeply regret to inform you 139,- 
543, Private Alfred John Cann, infan- 
try, officially reported killed in ac- 
tion August 12th. 

“Officer in Charge Recording office.” 

Mrs. Cann received this message on 
Monday morning. 

Cann was a fine young man ‘in the 
spring time of life and was of the 
constitution and character which goes 
to make up a strong manhood and a 
strong nation. He was born in Eng- 
land twenty-three years ago.and was 
among the first young men to come to 
Redcliff, having cast his lot here five 
years ago, when he came to work in 
the Brick & Coal plant. Being im- 
-pressed with the prospects for the fu- 
ture development of the town he sent 
for his father and eldest brother who 
were followed soon ater by his 
mother and the rest of the family, ai)

Shortly after the outbreak’ of the 
wan he went to Toronto where he 
later joined the 75th battalion, 
With this battalion he went to Eng~ 
land last March and in June he went 
to France to take his place in ‘the 
trenches. He had been there ever 
since and had escaped any mishap un- 
til the wound which caused his death. 

During his sojourn in Redcliff de- 
ceased made many staunch friends to 
whom the news of his sudden and wn- 
timely death comes as a severe shock. 
Besides his parents deceased has 
three brothers here, to all of whom 
are extended the heart-felt sympathy 
of the entire community in their sad 
loss,

Well, the best way cv getting at the 
problem of why Germany would fight 
on is by studying the minimum terms

In the west’ Britain would demand the 
cession of German colonies, ths 
evacuation and indemnification of Bel- 
gium for all that she has suffered, the 
annextion of German territory to Bel- 
gium to give her a defensible frontier, 
France would certainly demand the 
restoration of AlsacesLorraine, the 
annexation of certain coal areas taken 
from her and ceded to Prussia in 185, 
and an adequate indemnity. In the 
east Russia would demand the restor- 
ation of Poland to its old boundaries 
to form autominous state. That 
would involve the cession of Gal- 
icia, Posen;-and West Prussia. For 
Serbia she would insist.upon the ces- 
sion “of Bosnia and Herzegovina, ard 
the granting of a Serb port on the 
Adriatic. Hungary would also have 
to Hand over Transylbania. ‘The 
Slavs of Austria remaining, forming 
at present two-thirds of the popula- 
tion, would have to be provided with 
self government and _ independence. 
Hungary, shorn of Transylvania, Bo 
nia and Herzegovina, would become a 
small, independent state, In the 
south Italy would ask for the: cession 
of the Italian province of Austria and

World’s Wheat Crop

The international institute of agri- 
culture says indications are that the 
orld’c wheat supply for 1916 will be 
almost 25 per cent less tnan last year. 
It is pointed out, however, that 1915 
was a banner year, and that the new 
crop will be nearly up to the average 
yield between 1916 and 1918, The 
barley crop for the world is estimated 
at 30 per cent less than last year, al- 
though 5 per cent above the averuge, 
while the yield of oats is forecast at 
22 per cent less than in 1915, but 15 
per cent above the average.

HERE IS THE CHANCE. 
The Senate of Canada has re- 
™ eently appointed’ a special com- 
mittee to inquire into what is 
being done ahd what has been 
‘done to best promote the agri- 
cultural, industrial and trade in- 
terests of the country, both dur- 
ing and after the war. The 
duties of this committee as out- 
lined in a circular which they 
are sending broadcast through- 
out Canada is to try to solve the 
questions of colonization, immi- 
gration, labor, employment for 
returned soldiers at the end ot 
the war, improvement of high- 
ways branch railway develop- 
ment, the attraction of capital 
in the country and the extension 
of trade relations. ions 
In order to assist them in the 
solution of -the many matters 
this commission is asking for 
assistance and suggestions of 
the press and other organized 
bodies in the country. 
Because of conditions as they 
exist at’ present in this neck of 
land we feel we are in a position 
to give some valuable informa- 
tion and suggestions to this 
committee. 
if. acted upon will go a long way 
towards solving many of the 
questions mentioned in thé cir- 
cular. 
’ In the first place there is the 
question of agricultural develop- 
. ment. Where in all Canada is 
t there a beter place to start this 
development than right here in 
this district?

-pire. We cannot ignore it—no world 
power can. And We have got to 
choose, and choose soon, between an- 
tagonism and ‘friendship. Germany 


made the choice about twenty years 
ago. She chose to challenge the mis- 
tress of the'seas and brought down 
upon the world an unthinkable calam- 
ity. We have to make the same 
choice. Surely jf there is any wisdom 
and humanity in us we shall seek a 
self-respecting friendship with the 
British Commonwealth, | 

“LT .o not need to remind you of 
Canada, touching us at the noblest 
and longest frontier in the world, or 
of Australia and New Zealand, so like 
ourselves iti.democratic hope, subject 
to the same fears about the Orient. 
It seems to me that if two states so 
parallel in interest as America ana 
England cannot find the way of co- 
operation then there is little hope in 
‘the world. 1 realize the prejudices 
which. fight against it—prejudices fas- 
tened upon us in school where child- 
ren are taught to regard Indians and 
Red Coats as their natural enemies; 
| Prejudices cultivated not a little by 
trade competition, and kept alive as a 
political issue by fanatical Irish and 
German politicians. But our future, 


and I think the future of the Empire, |: 


depends upon the conquest of that 
prejudice, and it is altogether intoler- 
able that racial memories should be 
permitted to thwant and distort our 
| efforts to come to an understanding 
| with the British.

“Are we to follow the advice of our 
fuilitarists, and build a navy to com: 
pete with theirs? If we do, we are 
‘preparing a disaster and conspiring 
against liberty. A schism of the Eng- 
lish-speaking “world would leave all 
its parts exposed to attack, It would 
leave us in’a sfate of armed and ter- 
rifled isolation. It would drive the 
British either to misalianees with the 
conquering empires of the East, or 
Jay them open to destruction, For if 
Uberalism divides its forces in the 
next generation it will be cutting ite 
own throat. England cannot alone con- 
tinue to pay the Vinancial and human 
cost of defendifig the Empire, ‘We 
cannot pay the cost of isolation in a 
world where we have no ally. Whether
